14. (SBU) FM Meller emphasized the need to get at the 
problem in ways more visibly demonstrable to the Polish 
public and suggested concessions for young travelers, like 
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students and exchange visitors. Assistant Secretary Pried 
pointed out that the costs of studying in the United 
States dwarf the cost of student visas and suggested 
increased exchanges as a good way to get at the prc^l^.
